PRESIDENT POLK’S NEPHEW. 


Walking Fifty Miles to Get Away from a 
Ketreat for the Insane at Hartford, 
Westrort, May 14.—James Knox Polk, a 
nephew and namesake of the late President 
Polk, has for nearly a year been an inmate of 
the insane retreat at Hartford. For many years 
he occupied a large farm in this town on the 


banks of the Saugatuck river. With an income 
of $500 a month he passed his time almost alone 
in an ancient house near the stream, and 
wes known as a great lover of boating, fishing 
and field sports. He was genial and social, 
but his friends were selected with care. Those 
whom he made his friends were treated in a 
royal manner. Why he led a hermit’s life in 
his chateau, as he termed it, was never dis- 
closed. Three years ago, however, there 
eeemed to come over him a sudden change. 
He mingled in society, and after a short 
courtship married a beautiful Swedish lady, 
to whom he devoted his entire time. The 
old house was transformed § into a 
most elaborate dwelling place. Everything 
went on pleasantly until there came rumors 
of financial embarrassment. From that mo- 
ment Mr. Polk wasachangeaman. Heagain 
became secluded, and to forget his troubles 
took to the cup. Despite the efforts of his 
family he drank deeper and deeper, and final- 
ly there were indications of mild insanity. 
le eeemed to understand his condition, for 
after being advised to scek relief in an insti- 
tution, he consented to go to Hartford. 

He remained there until March ot the 
present year, when he insisted that he was 
cured and expressed a desire to return to his 
-bome. He was allowed to do 80, and for a 
time it seemed that the change was a wise one, 
The old appetite returned, however, and he 
was egain taken to the retreat. Asan inmate, 
he has been treated with great courtesy and 
allowed all the freedom possible. : 

On Saturday last he quietly left the retreat, 
and, following the tracks of the consolidated 
road, started for home. On reaching Stratford, 
a distance of fifty miles,early Sunday morning, 
he went to the residence of Benjamin Morse, 
an old friend, and tarried during the day. 
As his mentel condition was observed, word 
wes sent to Patrick Murphy, station agent at 
the depot here, and a friend was at once sent 
to Stratford to take Polk in charge. He was 
accompanied to his home here. He was 
not his former self, however, for he 
would acknowledge none of his family 
es friends, and declared open hostility to all 
who approached him. It was found necessary 
to inform the managers ot the retreat of his 
whereabouts, end twomen were eent yester- 
day to take him back to Hartford. Polk was 
determined not to go, andit was only by the 
use of force and the application of handcuffs 
that he was kept in subjection. He was lit- 
erally lifted aboard the train. The scene at 
the depot was most distressing as his young 
wife sgain parted with him. 

There is reason to believe that Mr. Polk will 
ultimately rocover.

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BLOWN INTO AIR. 


A FRIGHTFUL DYNAMITE SHOCK 
IN SOMERSET. PA. 


Three Thousend Pounds of Dynamite Tears an 
immense Hole in the Ground and Blows 
Everything Around It Miles Away— 
Other Casualties of, the , Day. 


SomERseT, Pa., May 14.—About 6:30 o’clock 
this evening the town of Somerset was shaken 
from center to circumference by an explosion 
of nitro glycerine and dynamite at the Somer- 
set chemical works, located one mile east of 
the town on the farm of John Lane. The ex- 
plosion occurred in the nitro glycerine agita- 
ting house, where oneof he proprietors, W. 
T. Beach, of New York city, was at work. 
He was blown into atoms. The largest pi ece 
of bones, flesh or clothes that could be found 
was not larger than a silverdollar, The 
nitro glycerine building, with eight 
others, were strown to the winds, a portion 
of them being found miles away. The 
works, situated in an opening in dense woods, 
the large trees of which were blown down for 
rods around by the force of the explosion. 


From twelve to fifteen men are employed at 
the works, but owing ‘to its being Ascension 
day none of them were at work. 

Where the building in which the explosion 
occurred stood there is a hole large enough to 
bury'the building in. There were 800 pounds 
of nitro?glycerine and 3,000 pounds of dyna- 
mite in the building. The loss is very heavy.

LAWLESS MORMONISM. 


A FEDERAL MARSHALLED A WILD 
GOOSE CHASE. 


The Mormons of Paris, Idaho, Lock Themielves Up 
in Church end Decline to Surrender—The 
Marshal Finds the Houses Empty —Tae 
Searches— Other News of Interest. 


Sait Lake, May 14.—A ‘special dispatch, 
Cated Blackfoot, Idaho, May 14, says: “Last 
Saturday, three deputy United States mar- 
shals visited Paris to arrest eight persons, 
charged with unlawful cohabitation. They 
found an assemblage at the meeting-house, 
the chief Mormons (the ones wanted), being 


inside. The deputies attempted to enter, but 
were refused admission, under the 
claim that the meeting was a pri- 


vate one. Thedoors were locked and guarded 
inside and out, and the deputies were given 
to understand that they would be severely 
dealt with if they attempted to enter. Seeing 
no chance to arrest the men, the crowd ‘being 
so determined, the deputies left, followed by a 
portion of the crowd. That afternoon the 
deputies arrested Sam Humphries, out of 
town, also a man named Simpson, and took 
them to Montpeliar. Sunday they brought 
priconers to Blackfoot. After an attempt bad 
been made at Montpelier to rescue them from 
the ollicers the deputies tolegraphed Marshal 
Dubois, end he took a special train for Mont- 
pelier Sunday, arriving there Monday morn- 
ing. He called at the places of all the county 
officers, but none were there; searched two or 
three houees, and tound no one that was wanted. 
At least 150 Mormons were in the streets, but 
no regietepce was offered. Dubois had war- 
rants for pearly.all the officers who are polyg- 
amists,aod will be charged under the new 
laws of the territory. John D. Jones, of 
Maiad, pleaded guilty of unlawful cohabita- 
tion, and was fined $300 and costs. About 
fifteen similar cases areon the docket and 
more to come. 
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ENGLAND AND RUSSIA. 


ihe Developments in Afghanistan and the 
Soudan. 

Loxpox, Msy 14.—Celonel Alikiharoff, who 
commanded the Russians in their attack on 
Pendjeh, remains at Merv with 2,000 troops. 
The Russians have two battalionsof infantry 
and S00 cavalry, with two batteries at Sarahks. 
They Have strovg outposts at Pulikhatum and 
Zulfiker. 

The negotiations which have been resumed 
in Lenden between Russia and England re- 
specting the Aighan question, are making sat- 
isfactory progress. Some further explana- 
tions &bre~- still necessary from both 
sides before the ratification of the 
general agreement already reached 
can be secured, but it is not believed that 
these will delay the final edjustment. M, 
Lesear, chief oi the Russian commussion on the 
Afgban frontier question, expects to be at 
any moment instructed to proceed forthwith 
to Asia, to assist in-the work of deliminating 
the frontier. 

In the house of commons this afternoon, Mr. 
Gladstone stated that he did not know whether 
Russia’s answer concerning the Afghan fron- 
tier agreement, reached by Earl Granville, the 
earl of Kimberly, Baron DeStaal and M. 
Lessar,and submitted to the czar for approval, 
had yct arrived in London. The negotiations 
between the two governments continue, Mr. 
Gledstone said, and the government was 
uneawere of any further Russian advances. 

Mr. Gladstone then moved, and Sir Stafford 
Northcote seconded, the granting of the an- 
nuity of 6,000 pounds tothe Princess Beatrice 
on the eccasion of her forthcoming marriage.

Much irritation is felt over thisin the foreign 
office, but the changes demanded is not con- 
sidered of sufficient importance to lead toa 
ruphure of the negotiations. 

The czar intending to raise the state of sige, 
andio stop transportation for political of- 
fenses, asked M. Durnowo, who is acting, 
minister of the interior during the illness of 
Count Tolstoi, to report on the state of the 
country. M. Durnowo reports an active re- 
vival of nihilism and the hatchingof new 
plots at Geneva and London. The czar has 
consequently decided to maintain the existing 
measures forthe suppression of nihilism. 

The Standard, in an editorial, says: 

To speak plainly, the draft of the Anglo Russian 
agrecment which was sent to St. Petersburg for 
approval, is found to be almost wholly unaccepta- 
bie to the ezar’s ministers. Though not formally 
rejected, it has been so thoroughly condemned 
that practically it has ceased to be an agreement. 
There is something vastly more serious than a 
hiteh in the proceeding. We are back in February 
again, the situation befng only altered to our dis- 
edvantsge. 

The Times’ Calcutta correspondent denies 
that there has been a stoppage of the military 
preparations in India. He says all rumors to 
ihat effect are untrue. 

The Standard believes that Russia definitely 
declines to saction the proposals regarding the 
Afghan frontier just submitted for approval 
by England.

JAUKSON ON 7 % 
Others Implicated in the Crimes Alleged 


Avcusta, Ga, May 14.—{Special.]—Alfter con- 
siderable delay op technical points, the case against 
George T. Jackson, charged with embezzling the 
funds of the Enterprise factory, while president, 
was opened to-day and the jury empaneled with- 
out difficulty. Solicitor Generali Wright, stating the 
case at the opening, showiug the facts of the defal- 
cation and embezzlement, and the afternoon was 
consumed with testimony of the main witness for 
thestate, N. W. Armstrong, bookkeeper of the 
company, whose testimony was, very damaging, 
6nd implicated others besides Major Jackson 
himeelf, ss he said the books were manipulated 
and false statements arranged by M. J. Verdery 
and Major Jackson's sons. The testimony will 
be clos¢d to-morrow, and the argument before ° 
the jury will consume all of Saturday. 

THE POINTS RAISED, 

N. W. Armstrong’s testimony was, that the 
checks drewn against the company’s acccont for 
Jacksou’s private use, were not entered on the 
books. buton a private ticket. The defalcation 
commenced in i879 and in Ostober, 1882, the 
amount bad reached $75,000. The checks were 
made out to witness as secretary to prevent any 
suspicion that Jackson was usin 
the checks. Statements to deceive 
the stockhoiders and directors had been 
coctored repeatedly. The mill enlargement ac- 
count had been sweiled and also the cotton account 
to meet the deficiency. False entries -had been 
made in the books, differences dropped and false 
balances carried forward by direction of the presi- 
dent. In January, 1884, $5,000 had been “dropped” 
in carryipg forward amounts, Jackson had told 
witness io destroy checks, but witness had not 
dene so. Armstrong said that Jackson 
had repeatedly stated that he would pay the 
money back. He did not draw his salary during 
this time, nor did he destroy the checks, as from 
time to time they werereturned to him from the 
banks. Thefalse entries onthe books and state- 
ments were mace to give Jackson time to pay up. 
The witness bad received $2,300 of the company’s 
funds, which Jackson said he would be respousi- 
ble forin recognition of what the witness had 
done. ; 
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A MODERN RIP VAN WINKL&, 


He Rises to Fame itn Worcester County, 
Maryland--.-4nu Interesting Case. 

Snow Hitt, Md., May 14.—A rival of Rip Van 
Winkle Las just risen to fame in Worcester county, 
three miles from here. On Thursday last, Leyin 
Newton, a smal)! farmer of good repute, disappear- 
ed from home. His family, knowing that he had 
made Many enemies on account of his opposition 
to the five acre oyster bed law, which gives citizens 
the right to ‘take up’’ oyster beds for private use, 
feared that he had been murdered. A rigid 


gearch was made without result, The river, pass- 
ing near his home, was dredged by oystermen all 
Gay Saturday, while about a dozen tongmen, in 
canoes, aided in search forthe sup corpse. 
The oystermen were particularly anxious to un- 
ravel the mystery in order to relieve themselves of 
suspicion. On wig ee it was generally conceded 
that Newton was dead. No trace of him could be 
found, end an examination was made of his affairs 
for the purpose of ascertaining if there were any 
facts existing to warrant the suspicion that he had 
fied. This theory was found to be unsupported. 
bunday afternoon, late, a neighbor went 
into Newton’s barn to feed the horses 
and cattle, aud, to his astonishment, noticed the 
missing man stretched out full length on his 
back on top of the hay. He was sleeping soundiy, 
and onlyawoke afier being vigorously shaken. 
Newton exhibited/no surprise when awakened, 
‘imply saying to his neighbor: ‘Well, John, is it 
late?’ He evide thought he had been sleep- 
ing but an hour or so. Inquiries showed that 
Newton rose at 6 o’clock on Thursday morning 
after sleeping from ten o’clock the night before, 
and wentto his barn, where he horses. 
Feeling drowsy, he says, he laid down of the hay. 

‘I Con’t remember anything more,” he PRRALse 
to a reporter, ‘unti! neighbor John called’ me, 
then thought ] had becn asleep but an hour at 
meost.’’ 

Mr. Newton’s sleep extended from ten p. m. 
Wecnesday, untilsix a. m. Thursday, and from 
Fever a m, one hour later, to 5:30 p. m. Sunday. 
Excepting the hour Thursday morning he, conse- 
quently, was in the arms of Morpheus ninety hours 
enc thirty-two minutes, the longest natural sleep 
known to physiciansia this state. All suspicion 
that Newton’sslecp was due to alcoholism is re- 
moved by his own and his neighbors’ solemn as- 
sertions that he is strictiy temperate, and has not 
touched a dropof liquor since he served in Lee’s 
aimy. Physicians are at a loss to account for the 
phenomenal sleep. 

Newton seems utterly bewildered by his tem po- 
rary removal from active life, and says that he 
cannot catch up with time, He has promised 
bimeelf never tosleep again anywhere but ia his 
own honse, and has made his wife promise to 
wake him up regularly every morning. “Once 
wben I was a boy,’ he said, “i had scarlet fever, 
and was pronounced dead. When I was about to 
be buried, my mother, while crying over mein 
my coffin, one hour before the funeral, discovered 
signs of life, and I was resuscitated. The doctors “a 
said it was a trance, btitit now looks asitl was - 
only sleeping.”’ — 

The most sirgular feature of the case is that 
Newton has not slept since aroused from his lon 
nap. He sat up all of Sunday night, worked all 
day Monday, wrote all Monday night and since 
has been plowing, without feeling any fatigue.

The Finding of the Dead Body of Jack Moauley 
Urder Her Window-Thse Great Mystery of 
the Case-—Tre Interests of Two Rival 
Lovere—The Details of tne Crimea. 


Lovisvittr, Ga, May 14.—[Special ]~—The case 
ageinet Mir Elvira Ivey, charged with the mran- 
slaughter ci Jack McCauley, causes intense inter- 

> esthere. Miss Ivey is a young lady about twenty- 
two years old, quite attractive in person, buta 
woman of great coolness and decision, and admits 
the killing of McCeuley, and claims thatshe was 
justified in doing so. She was on a visit to her 
‘ brother; Jobu Ivey, in Jefferson county. She says 
she wes awakeredé about two o’clock by some one 
knocking on her window. She wentto the win- 
gow, whereupen it was jerked open by a man 
ftending upon the ground Beneath it, who 
said: “I will give you $1,500 togo with me.” She 
did not know who the man was, but thought it 
was MeCeuley. Ebe Crew back and he said: “If 
you dou’t band your things out the window and 
come abead I’) blow your brains out” She im- 
mediately handed cut her shoes anda paper box 
sitting near, and then as if getting something else 
to band him machcd agun sitting near by and 
thrusting it ont the window fired into the 
man’s face. She then knocked at her 
brother's door and told him she had killed a man 
at her window whom she thought was McCauley, 
though she was not certain. McCauley, when ex- 
amined by the neighbors, who were summoned 
next morning, had $1,590 in his pocketbook; and 
had a pocket knife open in his right hand breeches 
pocket, The load entered one side of his mouth, 
and ranged down through his neck and shoulder. 
There were the circumstances of the killing as de 
tailed by the tole witness to the tragedy. 

In order to understand the theory of the prose- 


cution and the defense in the case, it is necessary . 


to know tbat there is another case in Warreao 
county in which Miss Elvira Ivey is prosecuting 
Fol. Jones for seduction. Many attempts had 
been made to settle the case by defendant with- 
outavail. The killing of McCauley occurred on 
Faturday night, and the trial of Sol. Jones was set 
for the Monday foilowing. Miss Ivey said she had 
heard threats made against her life, 
and everything was done to stop 
the trial and  prejutice the people 
egainst her. Having hear these threats, she was 
in fear of her life, and killed the man at her wia- 
dow under the belief that his mission was to carry 
into effect the threats she bad heard.

The state, however, 
fails togiveany motive whatever that Miss lyey 
had for wanting to kill him,and the language of 
the nete indicates warmest love for McCauley, 
-Miss Ivey Claims that she was only casually 
acquainted with McCauley; that she never wrote 
to McCauley in her life, and was never in his com- 
pany butafew times. Shesays Sol Jones was try- 
ing to get her out of the way to preyeuta trial of 
the case against him, and McCauley, as his friend, 
was induced to make way with herby abduction, 
murder, orinsome way. She savs the letters are 
forgeries, Manufactured to‘injure her reputation 
and prejudice the public against herin the other 
tria). The letteis,it is claimed, were found ina tabie 
Crawer im McCauley’s house, the key to which 
The letters were 
identified as the writing of Miss Ivey by only oue 
witness, James Norris, the uncle of Sol Jones. He 
claimed to be familiar with her handwriting from 
the fact that in 18,9, while at a party, she had writ- 
ten him a note, stating that her horse had gotten 
loose, and asking him to carry her home, He had 
not seen any of her writing since. There 
e7Te several inconsistencies in the case, and 
it is a mysterious killing. The prosecution 
claims that McCauley was there to run off with her 
by eppcintment, and yet he came on horseback 
with only one horse, and had an open knife in his 
' pocket. It is further claimed that the promise to 
- yun off with him was made merely to get him 
where she could kill him. On the door of the 
houre in which she was visiting,on the fences and 
on the houses, lewd pictures and obscene pictures 
and writings were posted, and Miss Ivey says 
threats were mace against her life. She supposed 
tbe man at the window was So!

On exposure for five days to summer tem- 
perature, no odor is perceptible and no muddi- 
ness cr growth of vegetable mould is 
observed. repeated testing only 
the faintest traces of free and albumenoid ammo- 
pia could be detected. Even for an artesian water 
this is remarkably free from these tndications of 
postible pollution. On evaporation, the water 
yields per gallon 210,245 grains of solid matter.

Memphis the planters are very sanguine 
There will be at any rate, in the absence of 
urexpected disester, encugh cotton to mee 
all the demands fof home consamption and 
of exportation. . 

But although we expect to be again ina 
pesition to both feed and clothe the world, 
yet money continues to accumulate in our 
mceney centers, failures are numerous and 
trade is dull, Prices remain low; the iron 
market does pot improve, and we are evident- 
ly peseing into another quiet summer. The 
condition of all business in the country is, 
however, bealiby, and the volume of legiti- 
mate business is well maintained. Thecoun- 
iry is not to be the scene of a boom thissum- 


mer, but wealth will continue toaccumulate, 


and after awhile confidence will creep back, 
and ihen all the wheels will be started again, 
ard the busy days of 1880 and 1881 will be 
repeated, Let us hope when the whirl comes 
egain we will, asa people, better know how 
10 retain itand make it useful and prolita- 
ble.

Generai Middleton undoubtedly defeated 
Itiel at Batouche, for he recaptured the men 
thai Riel held as prisoners, seized all his 
lines and works, and most of the accounts 
state he dispereed the Indiansin all direc- 
tions, If this bea true statement of the 
situation, the backbone of the rebellion is 
broken, and there will not bea general up- 
rising of the Indians of the northwest. The 
eouth fork of the Saskatchewan can be re- 


opened throughout, and troops and supplies 


will go by steamer from the Canadian Pacific 
raijrozd te Prince Alzert on the north fork. 
Riel may be. ableto kill settlers and ruin 
email villages, but he will not be apt to make 
another stend against the Canadian troops. 
He will not attempt to fight General Middle- 
ton in the open. field. Batouche was the 
stronghold of the Indians and half-breeds, 
end Ruel bad been engaged for weeks in 
stiengthening it; and the’ fall of the strong- 
bold cpens up the entire section that is dis- 
turbed by ibe war. Rielcan, of course, re- 
treat to the wilderness that is found on every 
rand, but he cannot obtain suppliesin the 
back country forany considerable nuwber 
of men. Unless, indeed, he should prove to 
be a man of remarkable resources and mili- 
tary ability, the defeatat Batouche must 
prove his Waterloo. If he sees that he cCan- 
not make a staud against General Middleton, 
he will probably repeat the offers of his first 
war, and if he does, the entire dominion will 
be very glad to get rid of a war that iayolves 
many difliculties and is very expensive. 
COTTON-GROWINGIN INDIA, 

There are few farmers in the south who 
realize the fact that the cotton-growers of 
ihis section have a formidable rival in India, 
There are few that realize the influence the 
price of Indian cotton has already had on 
ihe price of the southern. Several months 
ego Tur CONSTITUTION called attention to the 
repid cevyelopment of cotton-growing in 
Incia, Egypt and other countries of the old 
worle, tut the matteris worth referring to 
eesin if orjly to give our planters timely 
notice of the csy which is inevitably ap- 
proaching when they will be compelled to 
raise cottcn, if they raise it at all, for prices 
considerably below the present figures. 

It bas been the genera! impression al along 
{hat American cotton would never have a 
riva!, but the world is large and man is in- 
genious and enterprising. (Once upon a time 
the short staple of the Indian cotton was 
suppored to be anobjection to its use, but 
machinery has been invented t@ fit the staple, 
and the staple itself has been greatly im- 
proved by the improved methods of culture. 

A great change bas come over the cotton 
market since the war, and this change may be 
traced direcily to the i: fluence of cotton ra‘s- 
ed in India. The civil war compelied Enz- 
land to turn its atiention tothe posibilities 
of growing cotton in India, and since that 
time marvelous progress has been made in 
that country, Tne field may be said to be 
almest unlimited, and, in the course of a few 
years, the changes that are now taking place 
there will cempel the planters of the south 
to either change their methods or give uo 
the business altogether. The probability 1s 
that the Indian cotten will never be quite as 
valusble for. manufacturing purposes as 
American cotton; but, on the other hand, 
the possibility is that the Indian staple will 
be etestly improved; and all who are in- 
clined to look facts squarely in the face must 
acmit tbat it has already become a formida- 
bie competitor to American cotton. 

India is beginning to manufacture its own 
cotton. It has mills of its own, and English 
capita3, seeking investment, finds a profitable 
field in that direction, as well asin the new 
jailways tbat are continually bringing fertile 
cotton lands nearerto market. The era of 


1ailroad building began in India twenty’ 


years go, and since that time the railway 
development of the country has been very 
rapid. These railways have been the means 
of stimulating not only the growth of cotton 
but of compeliing the adoption of such 
methods as will: make the staple marketable. 
In this particular direction the hand of gov- 
ernment has made itself felt, so that now, 
under the system of official inspection, every 
bale intenced for export must come up to a 
certain stancard, 

The soutiern planter need have no doubt 
es to the intention of this law or of the en- 
terprise thatis pushing cotton-growing in 
India England proposes to fortify herself 
egainst ali future contingencies and to raise 
her own cotton. There is wisdom ia this 
policy, but the result is likely to prove very 
¢mbarrassing in the not remote fuiure to the 
cotton planters of the south. 

There are other. facts that shou'd be studi- 


ed. Not only does oflicial inspection go 


hand in hand with individual rivalry and 
competition to secure clean cotton and strict 
grading, but every element seems to favor 
the Indian cotton-grower. Labor in that 
country can be secured at a rate of a little 
more than eight cenisaday. Thisis in the 
remote agricultural districts, In the dis- 
tricis nearer market, the wages paid to labor 
do not exceed eighteen cents a day. Under 
these circumstances, it is natural that the 
development of cotton-growing in India 
sbould proceed with amazing rapidity. Ina 
1878-79, 2 066,060 cwts. of Indian eotton were 
exported; but in 1882-3, 5,163,278 cwis. were 
expcrted. 

It should be borne in miad, moreover, 
that the planters of the south, by proijasing 
abnormally large crops every year, are prac- 
tically aidirg the competition of Indian

An Experiment That Will Test the Public 
rpiit of Our People, 

Up in the little city of Gainesvillea most inter- 

esting experiment is being worked out. A few 


years ago there was established in that city a. 


match fectory. They made slow progress for a 
while, having to learn the business.- They turned 
out red héaded matchestbat fell into disrepute. 
Being made of unseasoned wood they would, as 
one of their custcmers remarked, absorb all the 
moisture in forty feet. They bave constantly im- 
however, until they now make 
as fine matches as can be found 
any where, and which have 
won great reputation, A heavy demand for them 
has sprung up to meet which they have constant- 
ly increased their capacity until they now manu- 
facture three hundred gross cf boxes per day, or 
above five million matches, ‘his Georgia match 
factory is out of the famous match syndicate 
which bas controlled the manufacture and 
sale of matches in America for mapy years.

“HAPPY” ED. DRBEYFOUS SETS A 
TRAP AND GETS CAUGHT. 


Not Dead But Alive and as Mappy as Sver-o- 
mances Brought Out-Other News From Ma- 
con—A Missing Photographer—The 5u- 
perior Court—Glorious Fourth. 


Macon, Ga.,May 14.—{Special.]—The article con 
cerning ‘‘Happy Ed’”’ Dreyfousin today’s CoNnsfi- 
TUTION caused much surprise in Macon, and a 
great dealofcomment. Everybody knew tbat 
“Happy Ed” had not been killed, and that he had 
not even been hurtin the slightest degree. He was 
at his place of business on Third street yesterday 
strong and weil, and in his usually good humor. 
The article in THE CONSTITUTION, therefore, set 
people to wondering as to what could have led to 
the telegrams announcing that he had been shot 
and killed. 

Mr. M. G. Putzel was seen at his room on Cherry 
street. He had just returned from a visit 
to Augusta, and was quite sick 
with chills and fever. In response to an inquiry, 
he emphatically denied having sent any telegrams 
to parties in Atlanta concerning ‘‘Happy Ed,” and 
did not believe that Mr. Abrams had sent any. 
Mr, Putzel knew nothing of the matter until he 
ssw to.day’s CONSTITUTION. He was displeased at 
the unwarranted use of hisname, and requested 
THE CONSTITUNON’s correspondent to deny for him 
any connection whatever with the matter. 

“Happy Ed” wasat his place of business once 
this morning, buthe could not be found there 
this afternoon. His porter, who was left ia charge, 
did not know his employer’s whereabouts, but 
said that he was expected back every miuute. 

In the meantime, people come to the conclusion 
that ‘‘Happy Ed”’ had either perpetrated a very 
grim jeke on his friends in Atlanta, or that he 
meant to accomplish some purpose altogether 
inexplicable. His absence from his place of busi- 
ness to-day led to various rumors concerning him, 
some of which were too wild to gain credence for 
amoment. Amopg the rumors was one to the 
effect tbat he had been engaged to a wealthy and 
beautiful young lady of.Long Branch, N. J, and 
that on Monday last she died very suddenly, caus: 
ing him to take his own life. It was 
said thathe intended to kill himself yesterday, 
but the settlement of his business affairs caused 
him to waituntil to-day, One anxious friend 
wanted to form a party to search the swam ps,be- 
low the city fer the body of the missing man. An- 
other rumor was to the effect that he intended to 
run away with a young lady of this city to-day, 
and that he sent the telegrams to Atlanta to Cre- 
ate the impression upon the young lady’s father 
that he was dapgerously injured and could not 
leave his room, so as to prevent the father irom 
suspecting the elopement, Several other rumors, 
quite es baseless, were going the rounds during 
the day, but noneof them could be traced to reli- 
able sources, 

Mr. Dreyfous was seen to-night and interviewed. 
He said thatthe whole matter originated in a 
joke between bimselfand Mr W. Malone, oi At- 
lanta, which the latter did not understand. He 
had no intention of creating the impression that 
he had been shotand killed, but sent the telegram 
himself to carry out a joke of which heand Mr. 
Malone had talked in Atlanta. Hesaid that he 
regretted that any publicity had been given the 
matter, but felt grateful to his Atlanta friends for 
their expressions of griefon account of his sup- 
posed death.

Man corsists of body, soul and 
spirit. In Eden every man walked in innoceace 
with this bicssed reality, that he enjoys commun- 
ion with God. He walks with God. Sin comes 
and weask “Where is the Holy Spirit?’ It is 
evident that we are to bé~given a new body, a 
spiritual body. If man had not sinned the body 
be bed in Eden would have become a spiritual 
body. The knowledge for which he_ sighs 
would have come to him directly 
from God. Man sins and the 
body is widowed of the Holy Ghost. Man becomes 
man without God, Thecasual mind becomes at 
emnity with God. The whole of revelation is to 
tell us how to come back to where the Holy Spirit 
may do its whole work in its children. Theob- 
stacies in the way were dual. There is inuate sin. 
That was removed by Christ’s atonement. ‘Then 
there remains the obstinacy of the human heart. 
The Holy Ghost is the seal of God tooar souls. 
There is the idea of protection. It is criminalto 
interfere with a private seal. God’s people are 
sealed and we sometimes interfere with those 
who sre seaied. A seal indicates a covenant. 
God’s peopie are in a covenant of grace, Tie seal 
implies the hovor and dignity of God. We are 
sealed by the great seal of God. Again, thereis the 
cheracteristic of the anointing. God’s people are 
annointed. The power of love for God was be.u-. 
tifully illustrated. We sometimes clamor tor 
money. What we want is not money, it is love. 
The love like St. Paul had when he was ready to 
die for Christ. When that love comes all things 
else are subordinated. The mosses and thelichens 
must grow when the sun shines. What we need 
is the great iove which comes crashing through all 
human wants. With that love in his heart, the 
rich man gives his gold and he 
beg gar ajl he bas to the cause of Christ, Then we 
have long sufferings. The Holy Spirit brings be- 
nevolence or wishing well. After this is beneil- 
cence or deing wcll. Faith, meakness, and self 
restraint are also fruits of the spirit. ‘These fruits 
are not obtained by wishingfor them. They are 


the result of the annointimg. The gifts of the 
Holy Ghost are beautiful. They are wisdom, 
knowledge, the gilt of prophecy, the gift of the 
ministry, thegilit of teaching. 

God puts his power into the hands of the hum- 
ble.
